Development of Eaton Canyon from the National For¬ 
est boundary on the north to San Pasqual St. on the south, 
into a regional park that would serve citizens in the San 
Gabriel Valley area, has been recommended to the Board of 
Supervisors by the Regional Planning Commission. This 
includes the lands to the north of Sierra Madre Blvd., in 
the vicinity of the wash about a mile west of Michillinda, 
and would be very accessible to citizens of Sierra Madre. 

In view of the fact that some of the land needed for 
this recreational playground will be subdivided into home- 
sites unless action is taken, the Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion further recommended that immediate steps be taken 

to purchase the land needed for 
the development. 

The Commission reached this 
conclusion on the basis of a field 
report and survey made by Ar¬ 
thur Adams of the Planning Com¬ 
mission office. There were six 
conclusions drawn as follows: 

1. That the development of a 
regional park here would serve 
not only Pasadena and Altadena 
but citizens in Sierra Madre, Ar¬ 
cadia, Monrovia, El Monte, Tem¬ 
ple City, San Marino, Alhambra 
and South Pasadena as well. 

2. That Eaton Canyon is suit¬ 
able for all kinds of recreational 
and picnic facility. 

3. That a large part of the land 
is already in puulic or semi-pubuc 

ownership. 

4. That development of a para 
in the wash wouid enhance t\e 
va’iie of prope-ty on either s'd > 
of the wash. 

5. That there is a lack of rer- 
reational facility in this part of 
the county. 

C That subdivision activities 
makes purchase of land urgent at 
this time.

“Instantly killed in Action 1 ’ is 
the word which was delivered to 
Mr. and Mrs. James Vieira Mon¬ 
day by the War Department re¬ 
ferring to their son, Robert Vieira, 
the first man in Sierra Madre to 
enlist in the war. Robert had 
been in the conflict from the very 
first. His service as a radio tech¬ 
nician, Sgt. T/4, started in March, 
i941. He was in Pearl Harbor on 
December 7 and wrote to his par¬ 
ents at that time that if he could 
go through that, he felt he could 
lajte whatever came. His family 
spent 18 days of the greatest 
anxiety before they heard that 
he escaped without injury. He 
was stationed in Hawaii two 
years and has followed through 
to Australia, New Guinea, was in 
the Hollandia invasion, but lost 
his life in the invasion of the 
Philippines at Leyte. 

The family has heard very reg¬ 
ularly from Bob. The last letter 
received was about October 20.

Since strawberries have 
been 45c per box (when you can 
get them at all) and as we are 
rather crazy over strawberry 
shortcake, we have been doing a 
little experimenting with straw¬ 
berry varieties to see which one 
produces the most berries over 
the longest season. After all our

TODON variety the best of them 
a 1. We have seen a large bed 
of these straw'jjrries, red with 
ripe berries on Christmas Day. 
We have seen the same bed full 
of fiuit on July 4th, and many 
other days throughout the year. 
V/e believe the MASTODON 
Strawberry is about the most 
ei erbearing variety. It is a large, 
delicious berry and almost fool¬ 
proof to grow. With reasonable 
carr it will send out runners that 
will fill a bed with new plants 
that can be transplanted into new 
beds if you want to increase yo lr 
planting. In any case it is a 
good idea to dig up the straw¬ 
berry bed every two years and 
rep'ant with the new runners, 
preferably in a new spot.

T T . distinguished people speak or lecture. I at¬ 
tended lectures on church music by Sir John 
Stainer, composer of the well-known “'Crucifixion.’’ 
And I heard Francis Palgrave, the Professor of 
Poetry, who edited “The Golden Treasury” of 
songs and lyrics, lecture on the poems of Henry 
Vaughan, the mystic. 

One of my examiners was the famous Dr. 
Spooner, to whom were attributed many translit¬ 
erations called ’’Spoonerisms,” such as changing 
the words “whose teeth are spears and arrows” 
to “whose teeth are ears and sparrows.” But it 
is known that Spoonerisms are fictitious and in¬ 
vented by others. Dr. Spooner was a very able 
scholar and teacher. 

I joined the audience in the Sunday evening 
concerts at Balliol, where I could hear string quar 
tets led by the great violinist of that day, Dr. 
Joachim, and sit in the company of General Lord 
Wolseley, a Siamese prince, an Indian princess, the 
Lord Bishop of Ripon and simple music lovers. 

As to general culture, in Oxford you were sup¬ 
posed to have picked that up already in an edu¬ 
cated family. A Rhodes scholar from another 
country found he was all at sea in a general dis¬ 
cussion in a Common Room, when the talk aliuded 
to art and literature, though he was more expert 
in his particular subject, which was chemistry, 
than any other student in the university. 

I N the afternoons men frequented the river, for 
boating in summer and skating in winter. The 
river is narrow and shallow and crowded on 
summer afternoons with various small craft -

Sixth War Loan 


the Sixth War Loan 


Sierra Madre’s quota in 
Drive which opened on Monday, November 20, is 
$140,000. California’s quota is $836,000,000. The 
national goal is $14,000,000,000. Individuals are 
asked to account for $5,00,000,000 of it. 

The U.S. Treasury is aiming a bit lower than in 
the Fifth War Loan—then it was $16,000,000,000 - 
but the present goal is still a high one and will 
call for the whole-hearted support of all Ameri¬ 
cans if it is to be achieved. 

In view of the fanatical resistance of both the 
Germans and the Japs, we hardly need be remind¬ 
ed that our dollars are very necessary to give our 
land and sea forces the supplies they will need 
to carry on the job. A few months ago when 
Allied troops were sweeping across France, we 
may have been tempted to think that the war in 
Europe was just a matter of weeks. Now the 
indications point to a good many hard months 
before the Nazis are brought to their knees. 

The Sixth War Loan is not just the “other fel¬ 
low’s” job. It’s yours. California’s quota, the 
national goal, and the individual share—all these 
can be attained only as we civilians “shoulder 
arms” in this campaign. 

As in the past, the full strength of America’s 
sales forces will be brought into action. The re¬ 
tailers in California and throughout the rest of the 
nation are mobilizing their “Third Army” of 
5,000,000 employees with the aim of having each 
one sell at least $300 worth of War Bonds during 
the drive. A Federal Reserve survey showed that 
the “Third Army” substantially increased “E” 
bond sales in the Fifth War Loan campaign. 

It has been said many times that you only lend 
your money while many servicemen give their 
lives. But however often that statement is made, 
it does not become any less true. 

So, be sure you do your part in this drive.

I longed to be. Sending letters of appreciation 
from the Dean of Hobart Cathedral, where I had 
been organist, and from the organist of Merton 
College, with whom I had studied counterpoint, I 
applied, and the position was given to me. I. had 
already been organist at St. Stephen's House. 

This scholarship meant free residence and tui¬ 
tion for two years—providential and wonderful for 
me. There was a good organ and a men’s choir 
of students, and I was to play and teach Gregorian 
and Anglican music. We sang Gregorians in St. 
Barnabas’ and other churches in Oxford. I placed 
myself under Whitehead, organist at St. Barnabas' 
for further intensive study. 

In the vacation before going to Cuddesdon I was 
asked to join the old and the new principals on 
their month’s holiday in Scotland. St. Stephen's 
principal Currie was summer chaplain at Braemar 
on the river Dee, and I was to be organist at the 
little church there. Playing the organ brought me 
many advantages. 

We took a night train from London, and in the 
very early morning heard some boys at Newcastle 
calling: "This maming’s peepurr!” We passed 
through Edinburgh, where Jenny Geddes threw her 
folding stool at the Bishop who was introducing 
the English prayer book; over the Forth bridge, a 
mile and a half long; over the Tay bridge, two 
miles long and at that time the longest in the 
world; through old-world places with famous 
names-^ Dundee and Montrose; along the east 
coast of Scotland, where on the right was the 
German ocean, smooth and glassy, with fishing 
boats out for the herring, and on the left the hills 
covered with purple heather, and fields enclosed: 
with stone dykes. At Aberdeen, whose old Cathe¬ 
dral Americans helped to restore, we took another 
train to Ballater on the turbulent little river 
Dee. There we left the train for the public coach 
and four, driven by a weather-beaten old coachman 
with red coat and tall white hat. The road to 
Braemar ran among foxgloves beside the river, 
passing Palmoral Castle where Queen Victoria 
spent much of her time. 

Reaching Braemar, we stayed with Mrs. Craigie, 
whose husband was Queen Victoria’s trusted 
coachman. Their cottage looked towards the 
Grampian Hills and the old Braemar Castle. A 
little rain began to fall and an old Scotchman 
said: “It’s verra saft the day,” which I did not 
understand; and perhaps he thought me "a muckle 
cuddy.” The holiday was spent in walks among 
the heather, climbing mountains, like Lochnagar, 
watching the sunrise, and the deer silhouetted 
against the sky, reading in the open air at 10 at 
night, visiting people in cottages, including George 
IV’s kitchen maid, old and blind, being treated 
to Scotch oatcake, practicing music for the little 
church, listening to tales about the place, and 
doing some studying. 

In such surroundings may have lived, in the 
long ago, the carollers who made the chorus: 

“The rising of the sun 
And the running of the deer, 

The playing of the merry organ, 

Sweet singing in the choir.” 

There was a story about Queen Victoria meeting 
two little Scotch lassies and inviting them to come 
and see her at Balmoral Castle. The children were 
quite anxious to know how to address a Queen, 
and consulted the Bible, with the result that wher 
they came into her presence they prostrated them¬ 
selves and said: “O Queen, live forever!” 

Returning from Scotland, I soon went to Cud¬ 
desdon College, which is just outside Oxford, as 
organist and instructor in church music. Very 
fortunately my students and I, having lived in 
Oxford and Cambridge, had become very familiar 
with the thrilling perfection of the music in the 
chapels of Magdalen, Christ Church, New, King’s, 
and other colleges in both universities. 

Looking back at the life of students in Oxford, 
I like the words of Basil de Selincourt, who wrote: 
’’They drink in beauty and happiness and all the 
things that make life good like the sunshine. 
And very often, as life is arranged, it is the only 
time in all their lives in which they are able to 
do so. Friends and laughter and work are not 
outweighed by care. At Oxford conditions of life 

are good and right.”

Our War With Japan 

The Sixth War Loan marks a new turn in the war both on 
the fighting and the home fronts. It points our tremendous 
war effort definitely in the direction of the Pacific. During 
the first five war loans Americans were primarily thinking in 
terms of beating Hitler. 

Now our government asks us for a loan of 14 billion more 
dollars of which five billion dollars must come from indi¬ 
viduals. Why? Haven’t we nearly finished off our so-called 
Number 1 Enemy? Can Japan hold up our powerful war ma¬ 
chine very long? Your son, brother and friend in his Pacific 
foxhole wouldn’t raise such questions because they are up 
against realities, not day dreams. They kill or are killed. They 
pray every waking moment for a sky-darkening cover of 
friendly planes. They thank America for giving them the 
finest medical care in the world when their rendezvous with 
destiny in a Pacific jungle is at hand. They know the war with 
the Japs is just beginning. 

Here are some other Pacific realities so that you will under¬ 
stand why there must be a Sixth War Loan and why it is 
absolutely necessary that it be a success: 

The Allied Military Command has estimated that it will 
take years, not months, to lick Japan. 

Japan’s present army numbers about 4,000,000 with 2,000,- 
000 more men available and fit for military service who 
haven’t been called up to date. Another 1,500,000, between 
the ages of 17 and 20, are not yet subject to the draft. 

The Jap Air Force is growing. 

In addition to millions of native workers, Japan has a po¬ 
tential slave force of 400,000,000 conquered people. 50% of 
Japan’s iabor force is made up of women. Another 25% boys 
and girls under 20, the balance men. The Jap workday is 
twelve to sixteen hours with two days off a month. The Jap 
cannot leave his job, change it, or strike. The highest daily 
wage equals about three American dollars—30% to 75% of 
which goes to taxes and compulsory savings. 

The Jap, as our men in the Pacific know, will fight to the 
death. As far as the Jap is concerned, the outer Empire—and 
the men who defend it—are the expendables. The Jap will 
fight the Battle from inside the inner Empire. 

The Jap believes that we shall weary of war too easily 
and too early. 

In the invasion of France, supply ships had an overnight 
run to make. In the coming Battle of Japan, ships in the 
Pacific will have long-reached round trips that often take five 
months to make. 

These realities are worth thinking about before you keep 
your home front rendezvous with a Victory Volunteer. Per¬ 
haps you will feel that the national personal Sixth War Loan 
objective—purchase of at least one extra $100 War Bond— 
is entirely too small for you. The better we face the realities 
confronting our forces in the Pacific the quicker the whole 
bloody business will be over and the sooner we will welcome 
home our fighting men. That’s an American reality to work 
for with all our dollars and our sweat.
